The Carson Appeal says: 
At the last Bepublican Convention ge- 


ography beat General Alger out of the 
Presidential nomination. 
Had General 


Harrison lived in Michigan and General 
Alger lived in Indiana, the latter would 
now be President of the United States. 


We hope to see the time when this geo- 


graphical bngaboo will no longer rear its 
head in a National Republican Convention, 
and we believe that the party will be strong 
enough in 1892 to deal with a great Na- 
tional question without any petty geograph- 
ical interference, 


We believe that the time has passed 


when the fight will be so close that a doubt- 
ful State will be regarded as the only soil 
fit to produce the proper kind of Presiden- 
tial timber. 


With the acquisition of four new Repub- 


lican States to the party rants the result 
will not hinga upon any one State, much 
less any doubtful State. 


Look how absurd and ridiculous the 


whole thing is. Two men are before n 
National Convention. One man by bis 
popularity and tact as a politician, is tho 
party leader in his own State and has 
built the party structure on so firm a foun- 
dation that his Siate is overwhelmingly 
Republican. 
Under all circumstances it 


can be counted certain for the party. 


He has a rival in the Convention who is 


a party leader in a doubtful State. Th's 
rival for sorro reason or another, has been 
unable to masa bis followers in such a way 
that there is any certainty in the result. 
By injudicious work he has broken the 
party up until the State goes Democratic 
one year and Republican the next. 


Now, his weakness at home, by Borne 


strange anomaly, becomes his strength in 
the Convention, and he becomes the Na- 
tional nominee because his failure as a 
party loader in his own State has tbro\vn it 
into the "doubtful" list.

The pressure of these ports had forced 
other parts of the body Jo the bottom of 
the abdomen. The man had sufferer from 
a fatty degeneration of the heart and this 
organ had been crowded over to the right 
side and veiy much compressed. Such a 
case is not known to have been discovered 
in a century before. Tbere is only one 
similar case on record. 


Dr. Jenkins said that the deformation of 


the body probably occurred when, the ele- 
vator upon which he had ridden, in the 
Eqnitible building, made a andden start, 
This, however, was simply a theory. 


Dr. Jenkins will address the medical so- 


cieties on the disclosures of the autopsy, 
and will also write a paper on the subject 
for the medical records. 


Johnson's peculiar anatomical arrange- 


ment may have been dne to an accident 
which happened in his early youth. A 
fallen tree si ruck him and caused curva- 
ture of the spine. He bad long been sub- 
ject to indigestion and he«rl trouble. It is 
said he knew his heart was on the right 
side. His body will be interred to-day by 
a friend at Flushing.
